subject, it is no trick for me to answer call-ihs with the setup most stations have, unless 
they havo done this before, most moderators do not know thoy can. his engineer can tell liim. 
i have never appeared in pittsburg or made a special broadcast on a station there, i am 
confident a fair number of potential listeners know me from ap eor^inces on talk shows tliat 
are heard tliero or were syndicated there. 

for the moment, especially because of the rather delicate situation that lias developed 
with respect to the autopsy materials and what will yet happen, some of what is scheduled 
being known to me, i think i had better not make any of thevparts of POST liORTEM available
